The State Department 'is without any

Company has placed his resignation in 
the hands of B. H. Han-iman erf New 
York. The Examiiner today says: 


'Those who are most intimately ac- 


quainted with the affairs of the South- 
ern Pacific in this city state emphat- 
ically that the' resignation of Hays has 
been in the hands of Harriman for at 
lea%t a. week. Whether the resignation 
has been accepted or will be accepted 
is probably known only to Harriman, 
who guards the secrets of Hi is railroad 
most carefully. But those who 
are 


most expert In railroad g-ossip say that 
the resignation is already in the hands 
of Harriman, that it will toe accepted 
and that in all probability H. E. Hun- 
ting-ton will be the next president of, 
the Southern Pacific. 


"The friend.s of 
Mr. Hays openly 


stated yesterday that they would not 
be surprised at any moment to hear 
that the president of the Southern Pa- 
cific had resigned. 
They saiid, how- 


ever, that they knew nothing about 
the intention of Harrinmn to select H. 
E. Huntingtoni as the successor of 
Hays. These same friends recalled the 
fact yesterday that, 
at the annual 


meeting- of the new boaird of directors 
held last April, Hays was not re-elect- 
ed president. 
'Since .last April Hays 


has simply been holding over as presi- 
dent until Harriman and his associates 
see .fit to act in the matter. 
"At the time of the election, Hays' 


friends attached no significance to the 
fact that he Ihoxl not been re-elected 
president. Bat in the light ot subse- 
quent events the failure 
to re-elect 
Hays ils clearly understood. The object 
was obviously to g-ive Harriman an 
opportunity to perfect a program for 
the company under his management. 
It Is -not known when the next election
